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A MARIE ANTOINETTE TABLE. 

ONE of the choicest conceptions in the pres- 
ent age of artistic furniture making is the 
very beautiful Marie Antoinette table re- 
cently constructed by Messrs. Geo. W. Smith & 
Co., of Philadelphia. We give an outline sketch 
of this admirable example of the cabinet-maker's 
art on the opposite page, which proves that the 
table in question possesses that indescribable 
charm which distinguishes all artworks of origin- 
al merit. The table is constructed in mahogany, 
with ormolu mountings. Its most precious 
quality consists in decorating the leaf with im- 
ported hand-painted placques representing the 
beautiful French queen surrounded by the la- 
dies of her Court. The work is refined, delicate 
and virile, each portrait being that of an histor- 
ical personage. Work of this character will 
enhance the already well-established reputa- 
tion of the above-named firm as manufacturers 
of furniture of the highest grade, and such ex- 
amples will compel a higher degree of excel- 
lence in all branches of artistic furniture pro- 
duction. 

THE YOUNG MEN'S INSTITUTE. 



THERE is an institution at Nos. 222 and 224 
Bowery, New York City, which is a fine 
example of practical Christianity, and for 
the past ten years has been doing a most com- 
mendable work. It is the Young Men's Insti- • 
tute of the Young Men's Christian Association, 
and is much like the Polytechnic Christian In- 
stitute of London. A prominent part of its 
work is the educational department. Some 500 
young men, between the ages of seventeen and 
thirty-five, are enrolled each season in the even- 



ing educational classes in the following sub- 
jects: bookkeeping, penmanship, arithmetic, 
English grammar, shorthand, typewriting, 
mechanical, architectural and. free-hand draw- 
ing, carriage - drafting, steam engineering, 
electricity, vocal music. Most of these pupils 
come from the shops, offices and factories' of 
the city. 

PERFECTION STAIR PLATES.

DECORATIVE ART AT THE ATLANTA EXPOSITION. 

MRS. E. L. Tyler has, during the last few 
months, taken hold of the Decorative Art 
Department of the Atlanta Exposition of which 
she is chairman, with a will that is bringing 
about great and interesting results. She has 
secured countless exhibits of historical and 
artistic interest. Van tine will send, for the 
walls of her art room, some rare and beautiful 



Oriental tapestries and embroideries. The 
famous Duquesne collection of miniatures, old 
masters and ceramics will also be sent her. 
Ecclesiastical embroideries will also be a feature 
of this department, and these will be beauti- 
fully arranged where the light from a stained- 
glass window will fall athwart their rich colors. 
Mrs. Lamb's collection, designed by herself, 
and done, of course, by women, will be among 
the most notable and beautiful of these exhibits. 
A rare and unique exhibit will' be the cases of 
butterflies embroidered from life by an English 
artist Fischer, of Washington, D. C, wiU 
send a case containing the miniatures of twelve 
famous beauties, each set in a jeweled frame. 

A number of women artists wills end stained- 
glass windows, designed and made by them- 
selves. The Decorative Art Society, of Minne- 
sota, which is one of the finest in this country, 
will make an extensive exhibit, and there will 
be a beautiful and instructive display of Mexi- 
can drawn work. This will begin with the 
coarsest and go up to the finest products of tnat 
exquisite art, thus showing tie progress made 
therein by the Mexican women. 

Another interesting exhibit will be the silk 
culture and weaving by the Indian women of 
Southern California This has become a great 
industry, and the Indians raise the silk- worms 
and weave and spin the silk with hand-looms. 

A private collection of Greek tapestries ancl 
curios will be a feature of the decorative ari 
exhibit. Then there will be exquisite Oriental 
embroideries done by women, and historic fans, 
laces — everything, in fact, refined and pretty in 
art. Mrs. Isaac Boyd will send her rare and 
valuable collection of fans. Mrs. Albert Thorn- 
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ton will lend her famous round point laces, that 
took the prize at the Paris Exposition in 1880. 
Mrs. Charles Collier will send a rare and 
beautiful collection of family laces. 

The Belding brothers will make a magnificent 
exhibit of textile fabrics designed and woven 
by women. There will be some splendid speci- 
mens of carving, such as mantels, panels, 
chairs, etc., from women artists. Mrs. Patillo 
has secured some beautiful fans and tapestries. 

The laces of the Countess de Brazza will be 
exhibited in this department. This collection 
is one of the rarest and most beautiful in the 
world. Madame Granga will send her collec- 
tion of Mexican drawn work and embroideries. 
Douthill, of New York, will send some beauti- 
ful tapestries. 

As for ceramics, demands are coming daily 
for more space for china and all sorts of waT es 
than can possibly be given. Only the best 
things in the way of painted china and ceram- 
ics, it is needless to say, will be accepted, for 
Mrs. Tyler very sensibly intends to take 
nothing that is not of the best, judged from the 
highest artistic standpoint. She wants nothing 
that is not of genuine value, and she prefers to 
make up her collection of articles that have 
already received the art critics' approval, 
although, of course, beautiful things will not 
be refused on the score of the newness of their 
creation. 

Mrs. B. W. Wrenn, who is now in New York, 
acting as vice chairman for Mrs. Tyler in col- 
lecting this art exhibit, says that there is no 
trouble in the world in getting the rarest and 
most valuable exhibits, if there were only 
some one in the city to take the work actively 
in hand. " You need," she writes Mrs. Tyler, 
* * some one to canvass New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia for the decorative art department, 
and for objects to beautify and adorn the in- 
terior of the building." 

Mrs. Tyler has charming and artistic ideas 
about the arrangement of her exhibits, and she 
is sure to make a delightful impression through 
this work. Decorative art is by all odds the 
most interesting thing in the world to women 
fond of home and its beautification, and there 
is no exhibit that will do more good, giving, as

it will, an insight into beauty in every line of 
artistic endeavor. 

Mrs. John Keely, who has been in correspond- 
ence with the women architects of the* country 
has had added to her department everything 
pertaining to the work of women designers.
